New gas turbine could burn wood and organic garbage

A Toronto inventor has developed 
a high-powered, high-speed turbine 
engine that runs on solid fuel such 
as food wastes and .other 
biodegradable household garbage. 

Dali Bar, president of Canadian 
Solidfuels Inc. of Scarborough, 
also suggests his system could 
provide a substantial portion of 
Ontario's electrical energy needs by 
burning wood from hybrid willow 
trees especially grown on large 
plantations that could themselves 
generate a billion-dollar industry in 
the province. 

Bar believes his invention could 
help Canada reduce its reliance on 
fossil fuels. Canadians dump 
millions of tonnes of carbon 
dioxide (C02) into the atmosphere 
every year through the burning of 
coal and oil and this C02 
contributes to the greenhouse 
effect, which has already begun to 
heat up the earth's atmosphere and 
could do catastrophic damage to 
the global environment. 

Until now, high-speed turbine 
engines have run on kerosene or 



natural gas. These are clean- 
burning fuels that produce a hot, 
expanding gas with enough energy 
to turn the big fan-like blades 
inside a turbine engine. Turbine 
fans can spin at rates of up to 
50,000 revolutions a minute, and 
produce large amounts of electricity 
if connected to a generator. 

Burning solid fuels, such as 
wood and garbage, in turbine 
"engines to generate electricity is an 
idea that engineers have tossed 
around for some time. But wood 
and garbage produce smoke that's 
loaded with carbon particles. When 
this smoke rushes through a 
turbine, the gritty particles chip 
away at the delicate turbine blades 
and wreck them in a matter of 
minutes, or even seconds. 

Bar's brainchild is a system that 
eliminates the grit from the hot gas 
that rises from burning wood and 
garbage. His invention, a high-tech 
combustor, requires that the 
garbage fuel first be ground down 
to the size of shredded wheat 
cereal. 

The shredded fuel is then swirled 



inside a special chamber for about 
70 milliseconds — ten times longer 
than such fuels are held in an 
average combustor. This extra time 
allows the fuel to burn more 
thoroughly, leaving only a small 
amount of ash behind. It also 
enables the combustor to remove 
that ash completely, so that none 
flies off in the gas and destroys the 
turbine blades. 

Because the fuel is given a longer 
time to burn in Bar's combustor, 
less pollution is produced, too. Bar 
says smokestack emissions from his 
invention are far below the 
pollution standards now enforced 
in Ontario. 

The potential for 'garbage 
power' could be enormous, says 
Bar. The Turner Power company in 
Manhattan is mulling over the idea 
of installing his turbines at several 
industrial sites in the U.S. This 
would allow big companies to 
produce power for their own use 
and sell the rest to state power 
grids. 

In the meantime, Bar is thinking 
of setting up a turbine as a 
demonstration unit in the hopes of 
persuading Canadian municipalities 
to purchase the invention as one 
solution to the growing problem of 
excess garbage. 



Bar also has his eye on the 2.5 
million acres of abandoned 
farmland in eastern Ontario. 
Conceivably, he says, this land 
could be used to support fast- 
growing trees that would supply the 
fuel for several large wood-burning 
energy plants in the area. 

Bar knows just the tree to raise 
on these giant plantations — a 
hybrid willow developed by 
University of Toronto forestry 
professor Dr. Louis Zsuffa. 
Outdoor experiments with the 
hybrid willow have shown that it 
can grow to a height of about 20-25 
feet in only three years, at which 
time it is ready for harvest. Up to 
40,000 trees can be supported by 
one acre of ground. "A willow 
plantation looks like a field of 
giant, 20- foot corn," Bar says. 

Bar says willow-burning could 
actually be beneficial to the 
environment. Instead of adding 
more C02 to the atmosphere, it 
will have the net effect of taking 
C02 away from it. 

Trees naturally sponge up C02 
and give off oxygen. However, 
when they're burned, the carbon is 
put right back into the air. But 
only the above-ground portion of 
the hybrid willow would be 
burned. Meanwhile,, the root 



system has captured large amounts 
of carbon and locked it up under 
the soil, Zsuffa says. The roots 
represent about 30 per cent of the 
total bulk of the tree, he adds. 

Eventually, the roots decompose, 
releasing the carbon. But even if it 
all went back to the air as C02, the 
net amount has not been increased, 
he adds. 

Zsuffa says the C02 problem 
stems largely from fossil fuels. 
Burning these releases C02 that has 
been locked away for millennia, 
and the fuel sources, unlike trees, 
are not still absorbing any. 

"When fossil fuels such as coal 
and oil are burned, one kilowatt 
year of power dumps 5.5 tonnes of 
C02 into the atmosphere. One 
kilowatt year of energy from a 
willow tree plantation would 
absorb .5 net tonnes of C02 from 
the atmosphere," says Bar. 

Bar estimates that if all 2.5 
million acres of abandoned Ontario 
farmland were turned into willow 
plantations, Ontario could get one- 
third of its electricity needs from 
burning the wood. 

Bar estimates that tree 
plantations have the potential to 
pump $3 billion into the eastern 
Ontario economy.

On June 23, 1990, the Meech Lake Accord will probably die. With the 
recent revolts against it by Clyde Wells, premier of Newfoundland, The 
New Bruinsweek parallel Accord and the best of all, The Manitoba 
Report, The Meech Lake Accord seams to be the Meech Lake discord. 

At Lac Meech, Quebec, in April 87, are First Ministers (premiers) 
agreed to Quebec's five demands to enter the constitutional fold. 

These demands that Quebec wanted entrenched in the Canadian 
constitution upon joining are, to be recognized as a distinct society, the 
right to immigration, which Trudeau had given them years ago; they 
wanted at least three of the nine judges in the Supreme Court of Canada to 
be from Quebec, representing their Civil Law Society; the ability to 
receive compensation for not participating in future national shared-cost 
programs ie Daycare, because it may not meet the guide-lines of Quebec's 
distinct society; lastly, the ability to "opt" out of an amendment (to future 
out constitutional amendments) that transfers provincial jurisdiction to the 



Federal Parliament. 

These demands have come under fire from many scholars as well as 
politicians. The Manitoba and J>Jew Bruinswick government have not yet 
ratified Meech Lake and have the power to diSCflWlKea'eaL As the 
ratification date approaches, recent cries have arose that Quebec may 
separate. For those who believe Quebec may separate, either in the short- 
run or long-run, they should reflect on two circumstands, the 1988 federal 
election and the provincial election held in Quebec last September. The 
majority of Quebecers voted for Freetrade in the last federal election. 
Why would a province, in fear of losing its culture, vote for Economic 
Union with the largest English speaking population on this continent? In 
search of economic growth is a sure sign that Quebec is not economically 
self-sufficient. Maybe, if Bourassa wanted trade rights in the Meech Lake 
Accord, one may say that Quebec would have the capability of self- 
suffiency. 

Another recent factor which supports my anti-separatist view is the 
Quebec provincial election.

Coke and 
Condom to Go?

MONTREAL (CUP)— Eight Concor- 
dia University students plan to take a 
restaurant owner, who evicted two 
women who were hugging, to the Que- 
bec human rights commission. 

Last Wednesday, Chris Gore, 
the owner of Upstairs, a popular student 
hangout evicted the two for "persisting 
in showing affection in an offensive 
way.** 

Charlene Nero, one of the 
group, members of the Concordia 
Women's Collective, said Gore's action 
was inspired by homophobia. 

Nero said the collective is also 
planning to sue Gore. 

Since last Wednesday, the 



women have distributed over 1400 
pamphlets outside Upstairs asking 
people to boycott the restaurant. 

Article 1 of the Quebec char- 
ter forbids discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. Section 15 applies 
this law to small businesses. 

Gore said that the women's 
actions upset the atmosphere he tries to 
maintain in his restaurant 

"Upstairs is a nice, quiet cafe. 
We don't like to see it disrupted by 
people who like to cause a scene and 
draw attention to themselves." 

According to the women. Gore 
told them, "At Upstairs men don't hug 
or hold hands with men and women 



don't hold hands with women. 

Nero said, "We'd like to see 
Upstairs closed down." 

The women say they have 
turned away over 50 potential custom- 
ers but Gore said their actions are not 
hurting business. 

"It hasn't affected business," 
he said. "But it has affected me person- 
ally." 

"It's exasperating to have to 
rebuke comments that I'm homopho- 
bic." Gore said he will not try to stop the 
demonstrations outside his restaurant 

It's their right to do what they 
want. They have their right to free 
speech and to free expression," he said. 



Bye Bye Panty Raids

WATERLOO (CUP) — Wilfred Lau- 
rier University president John Weir has 
banned panty raids on campus. 

The raids, a WLU residence

students and staff who found the under- 
wear displays offensive. 

Some students ripped down 
the panty-posters after they appeared 
September 27. 

weir's announcement came 
October 27, after a month of media 
coverage and a special committee rec- 



ommended an end to the raids. 

"It is our hope that we can 
continue our policy of allowing a large 
degree of autonomy and self-govern- 
ance in residence life," Weir said. 

Weir said he was aware of the 
raids but not that they were "accompa- 
nied by vulgar displays" or that the raids 
were sanctioned by residence dons. 

The special committee of stu- 
dents, faculty and administration said 
"though the panty raids were not under- 
taken with overt violence or malicious 
intent" WLU will henceforth "neither 
condone nor tolerate 'panty raids' or 
other activities which are similarly 
demeaning to either gender." 

One committee member said 
that the media attention on the raids has- 
tened the committee's decision. 

"The committee responded to the 
media attention in order to put the 



university's position before the public," 
administrator Jim Wilgar said, "it did 
not make up our minds, or affect the 
fundamental issues". 

Dean of Students, Fred 
Nichols, said the panty raids were taken 
too seriously. 

"It's impossible to defend a panty raid, 
but it's also impossible to defend anar- 
chy as well," Nichols said. But he said 

he would have torn the displays down 
himself if he had seen them. 



HALIFAX (CUP)— Mount St Vincent 
University's new anti-smoking policy 
will kill revenue from the student pub, a 
student leader says. 

As of May 1 , 1990, the Mount will be 
a smoke-free campus. For now, smok- 
ing is only permitted in a few areas.

TORONTO (CUP)— University of 
Toronto students may be getting free 
condoms — but not at the university's 
Catholic college.

struck by U of T's Office of Student 
Affairs, is hoping to get Carter Products, 
the makers of Trojan brand condoms, to 
donate condoms and sipensers for uni- 
versity residences. 

Student Affairs liaison offi- 
cer Jim Delaney, said they have had 
positive response from all the colleges 
except for St. Michael's, a Catholic col- 
lege. 

"It's not even an issue there," 
he said. 

Sl Michael's student council 
president Steve Monte, said Delaney 
approached him informally, but given 
the College* s Catholic nature, he doubted 
the administration or students would 
accept the dispensers. 

"It goes beyond simply a 
health issue at Sl Mike's," Monte said. 



"It's a question of morals and principles 
as well." 

But everywhere else on cam- 
pus, machines should be installed shortly 
after Christmas. In the meantime, the 
committee has been watching other 
schools to see how their comndom 
machines are faring. 

They had a lot of problems 
with vandalism on machines at York 
University," said Robert Cook, liaason 
officer for the Association of Part-Time 
Undergraduate Students, and a member 
of the Committee. 

Cook said people try to break 
into the machines to take the money. If 
there were no coins in the machines, this 
would mean minimal maintenance costs 
as well. 

But neither Cook nor Delaney 
knew where the machines would be 
placed. 

"Vandalism would be further 
reduced if they were olaced in a public 
area," Cook said. "But then would stu- 
dents be embarrasses to put their quarter 
in? — I '11 have a Coke and a condom to 
go, please."

While others who are more cynical in 
their thinking may come to the conclusion that, if someone in the highest 
of powers , as Hitler was, wanted to wipe out an entire race of individuals, 
getting them all together by means of tearing down the wall which divides 
them would make their indecent erasure of a race that much easier. And, 
there are many, like myself whc are perhaps somewhat politically nieve 
who believe that just by tearing it down, then can freedom be achieved. 

The Berlin Wall was initially put up with the intention of dividing East 
and West Germany so that East Germans would not escape to the West. 



An intent which was supposedly for the good of society. As students, we 
think of it as remnants of an intolerable age; of a bitter and best-forgotten 
war. Yet the tearing down of the Berlin Wall was also supposed to be a 
symbol of freedom, our cynicism, and how we can take for granted rights 
and freedoms which are in effect, in the hands of a select few. 

The demolition of the Berlin Wall is now being looked upon no longer 
as the territorial struggle between two countries, but as freedom for 
thousands of individuals; an almost full-scale attempt to make two seem- 
ingly opposingly-minded countries user friendly countries. 

Regardless of how we, society as a whole, may interpret the tearing 
down of the Berlin Wall; regardless of how easy it is to knock down the 
Berlin Wall that stands between the two countries, how easy or difficult 
will it be to knock down the Berlin Wall that stands within our minds? Is 
freedom the true reason for tearing it down? Has our society developed 
our minds in such a way that we would be so cynical as to doubt the 
sincerity of this demolition? Can we as a country where we can do 
basically anything we want, truly fathom the meaning of the then con- 
struction and now destruction of the Berlin Wall? Do we as students 
really care? I'd like to believe that we do. 

Just as a thought, what would become of Canada politically, economi- 
cally, and socially if a wall was put up between the provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario in attempt to solve our present language barrier? How would 
we get into Quebec, around it, etc? How would we feel, if we chose to 
feel anything at all? Perhaps we can look at the tearing down of the 
Berlin Wall in an almost parallel comparison to the idea of dividing 
Ontario and Quebec as a better means to understand how individuals in 
East Germany may feel. It's just a thought.

Venturers needed for Canadian/Soviet 
Arctic Expedition 

Youth Challenge International and the 
Adventure Club of the Soviet Union 
have established a historic joint venture 
and are currently recruiting expedition 
members for this exciting project. 

Beginning May 25, 1990 an expedition 
party of ten Canadian students and ten 
Soviet students, aged 19-25, will travel 
to the Northern Ural Mountains. Gath- 
ering environmental data along their 
route, the team will hike across the Ural 
range from Europe to Asia.

the baseball season is over. Whether or 
not Jose Canseco could run a 9.79, 100 
metres, or whether he knows a Dr. Mario 
Astaphan is not the issue. This agent 
writes to say that mis ho-hum conclu- 
sion took far too long. 

To digress, I must relate the ctalyst 
for this interjection. The stimulus for 
this thesis is the constant criticism of the 
NHL, by journalists, as highly placed as 
Sports Illustrated, on the basis of the 
NHl/s format for playoff admision. 
Each of the NHL's 21 teams play an 80 
game schidule to determine 16 playof 
posiions. Granted, while this generous 
formula rewards mediocrity and down- 
right poor teams, I find it far more ap- 
pealing than the miserly system of post- 
season admission which Major League 
Baseball relies on. 

Major League Baseball has 26 teams, 
1 62 regular season games per team, over 
30 exhibition contests per team, each 
year, two leagues, scores of fans and 
only four playoff spots each campaign. 
Even Shakespeare's Shylock, himself, 
would reward more learns with the ducats 
of post season experience! 

The thought is simple. The Major 
League baseball season is just too long 
and its playoffs are, at present, a*rich 
nectar, but with far too little of it to 
savour. Do you remember the 1987 
groundball burrowing through the va- 
cant lot betwen Manny Lee's legs, to 
end the Blue Jays 1987 season? Do you 
remember wishing for a rematch? Or do 
you remember the feverish excitement 
of the Montreal Expos' thrilling ouster 
of the Philadelphia Plhiiues in the five 
games of the 1981 Eastern Division 



playoff championship? Why not eight 
playoff teams and three tiers of playoffs 
capping a 155 game schedule? 

Such a system would lose only neg- 
ligable gate and television revenue. It 
would open the door for Cinderella sto- 
ries and it would please the forks for 
whom the game is ostensibly played for- 
the fans. My system is basic. Either 
award a playoff spot to each division's 
second place team or creat two wild- 
card playoff entries per league, to be 
granted to the two non-division winning 
clubs with the best records. The added 
quarter final playoff series would be a 
renaissance stage for the classical best- 
of-five playoff format, which was last 
used by baseball in thje League or Pen- 



nant Championship serieses of 1984. 

There are just so many positives. 
Pennant races would become even more 
heated as third place teams would re- 
frain from singing 'the wait until next 
year' chorus and whole divisions would 
not be removed from pennant chase 
excitement in the event of another sea- 
son long first place lock, such as that 
enjoyed by the Detroit Tigers in 1984. 
Such a format would allow the 'never 
beens' and the 'should have beens * with 
a greater chance to reward their loyal 
fans. I would have enjoyed seing Balti- 
more and Toronto scrap it out in a best of 
five this year. Baltimore deserved it and 
Toronto might have gained the boost of 
winning the franchise's first playoff 
series, though I'm not sure. 

The 1981 strike-shortened year was 
saved by the excitement of forced Divi- 



sional playoffs, where the first half sea- 
son winners played the second half sea- 
son winners, in a best-of-five to decide 
who advanced to the respective League 
Championship series. In 1 98 1 , this added 
playoff series was a Mona Lisa of base- 
ball as the fans got to enjoy the rookie 
stars like Tim Raines, Dave Righetti and 
Fernando Valenzuelaspin their magical 
athletic webs under the bright lights or 
playoff exposure. Granted, the mini- 
series format was a stop gap measure to 
try to save a tainted season, but did this 
measure not demo? in irate lo each and 
every baseball fan Lhe entertainment 
value of the Division Championship 
Series? Certainly it did! 

Given the diversity of the Laurentian 
student population, I am sure that some 
students among us have rued the day 
that one's baseball club was mathemati- 



cally eliminated from the playoff hunt, 
after a strong, but 'no cigar', season and 
finish in their respective division. Well 
this plan would eliminate such feelings 
in the future. If your team played well 
enough, they too would receive an op- 
portunity to climb the playoff ladder to 
baseball's world series penthouse suite. 
Besides, does not the thirty percent play- 
off admission rate of this system still 
guarantee that only quality teams with 
well earned credentials would appear in 
the post season? 

Why should we hesitate? Let's 
change the game for the bettet! Let's 
improve pennant races, the playoffs and 
the claim of legitimate greatness that is 
the boast of the world series champion. 
Let's increase the number of positions 
available for post season competition in 
Major League Baseball immediately!
